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DETAILED ACTION 

This Office action is in answer to the application filed 8/27/2003. 

EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT

With regard to claims 1-10: none of the references of record prior to applicant's filing date 
discloses, teaches, or suggests a power supply system comprising, inter alia, a selector circuit configured 
to close first, second, third, and fourth switch to allow discharging of a first battery and a second battery 
in parallel if a first discharge current level from said first battery is greater than a first discharge threshold 
level and a second discharge current level from said second battery is greater than a second discharge 
threshold level. 

With regard to claims 11-20: none of the references of record prior to applicant's filing date 
discloses, teaches, or suggests an electronic device comprising, inter alia, a selector circuit configured to 
close first, second, third, and fourth switch to allow discharging of a first battery and a second battery in 
parallel if a first discharge current level from said first battery is greater than a first discharge threshold 
level and a second discharge current level from said second battery is greater than a second discharge 
threshold level. 
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With regard to claims 21-23: none of the references of record prior to applicant's filing date 
discloses, teaches, or suggests a method of ensuring safe operation of batteries in parallel comprising, 
inter alia, the step of comparing a first current signal to a first threshold current level and a second 
current signal to a second threshold current level; and coupling a first battery and a second battery in 
parallel to a common node if said first current signal is greater than said first threshold current level and 
said second current signal is greater than said second threshold current level.
